R e p resen tativ e R eag an R eplies to th e 
P re sid e n t-e le c t on th e Silver Q ncstion. 
W a s h in g to n , March 1st.—Representative 
Reagan, of Texas, has published a state­ 
m ent on the silver question in reply to 
President-elect Cleveland's anti-silver letter. 
Reagan says: 
“ T he President-elect makes 
tliis extraordinary statem ent that silver and 
silver certificates have displaced, and are 
now displacing, gold, and the sum o f gold 
in the Federal treasury now available for 
the paym ent o f the gold obligations o f the 
U nited States, and for the redemption of 
United States notes called greenbacks, if 
not already encroached upon, is perilously 
near such encroachm ent, and he follows 
this statem ent w ith one that these are facts, 
w hich, as they do not adm it o f a difference 
o f 
opinion, 
call 
for 
no 
argument. 
Those 
fam iliar 
with 
legislation 
upon 
tins 
subject 
cannot 
fail 
to 
feel 
a sense 
o f 
astonishm ent 
at 
such a statem ent. 
W ho has advised the 
President-elect that the legal-tender notes, 
three hundred and forty-six or three hun­ 
dred and forty-seven million®, in circula­ 
tion, are to be' redeem ed in gold, or are to 
be redeemed at all ? 
B y A ct o f Congress, 
passed by two-thirds o f both houses over 
the v eto o f the President, it was determ ined 
to m ake these legal-tender notes a part of 
the volum e o f the currency o f the country, 
and w hen taken by the Treasury to be re­ 
issued. 
Besides this, if the policy o f the 
G overnm ent should change, and their re­ 
dem ption should be required, they would 
he redeem able in gold and silver coin of 
the United States o f the present standard of 
w eight and fineness. 
To w hat gold obliga­ 
tions of the G overnm ent be refers I do not 
know, lor the U nited States does not owe 
a single bond w hich is not also payable in 
gold and silver coin o f the United States 
o f the present w eight and fineness. 
The 
President-elect quotes against the United 
States reports of the Republican Secretary 
of the Treasury, which have been made up 
on the theory o f hostility to silver and in 
violation of law, in preventing its use as 
m oney. 
I do not understand the policy 
indicated in the letter o f the President­ 
elect o f preserving the use o f silver already 
coined by the hostile act for the suspension 
o f the coinage o f silver in 1S73, when the 
R epublicans dem onetized silver. 
W e were 
then laboring under a severe financial de­ 
pression, just as we arc laboring under a 
financial depression now, and the policy 
then adopted o f taking away from the peo­ 
ple the use o f half o f the metal m oney of 
the world resulted, as it would result now, 
if done, in embarrassing every branch of 
business, increasing 
failures and bank­ 
ruptcy 
everywhere, 
in 
throw ing 
the 
laboring population out o f em ploym ent, 
and iu every county, from Maine to Califor­ 
nia, property would be sold for taxes on 
a 'cnunt nf the scarcity o f m oney, as it was 
then. 
W e ought not to invite a sim ilar 
condition o f things again. 
T he effect of 
the suspension iff the coinage of silver, or 
¡I • dem onetization would he to m ake it 
scarce and dear, and to m ake labor cheap 
and plentiful, and to 
nterrupt the indus­ 
tries of the country generally 
A further 
eflrct o f it would be to distinctly annul the 
law o f Congress as between the debtor and 
creditor cl 's , 
to compel the paym ent o f 
the hunde 1 if ois i i the United States and 
the debts o f the various corporations, and 
the private debts of the people, am ounting 
in tlie aggregate to m any billions o f dollars 
in gold, which now, by law, are payable in 
gold and silver, and it can be dem on­ 
strated 
that 
the 
dem onetization 
of 
silver now, and the adoption o f a gold 
standard alone, would result in requiring 
more bales o f cotton, in requiring more 
tons o f bar iron, and requiring more sacri­ 
fices o f property, to pay the present debt o f 
about s 1 .si.oiHi.im>i than w ould have been 
required to pay the w hole debt as it stood 
in lsi.ii; o f $2,soopoi),000. 
It is urged by 
m any that we should follow the exam ple 
o f Great Britain in dem onetizing silver. 
W hile Great Britain lias dem onetized silver 
in a large measure, she issues no notes of 
less than £5. equivalent to about $25, and 
uses a m uch larger proportion o f silver 
than we do in ordinary business transac­ 
tions. 
Great Britain was peculiarly situ­ 
ated, and bad a peculiar reason for the 
dem onetization o f silver. 
Being the great 
creditor nation of the world, 
and the 
wealth o f her people very largely being 
m ade up 
of 
interest-bearing securities 
held 
upon 
other Governm ents 
o f the 
world, and 
upon 
corporations o f other 
G overnm ents of the world, whatever w ould 
increase the difficulty in the paym ent o f 
these securities necessarily adds to their 
value, and by declaring that silver, con­ 
stituting about one-half o f the metal m oney 
o f th e world, shall not be used in their 
paym ent, and that they shall be paid in 
gold alone, tlie difficulty o f paying them 
was so increase 1 and their valuation with 
reference to property o f the world, out of 
w hich they would be paid, was relatively 
greatly decreased. 
Besides 
this. Great 
Britain is not a silver-producing country. 
On the other hand, the United States was 
find is one of the great debtor nations o f tiie 
world. 
The States o f tiie Union and the 
corporations o f the United States are great 
debtors, and they are io be sufferers from 
destroying a large part o f the m eans by 
which these debts can lie paid. Resides this, 
the United States is the largest silver-pro­ 
ducing country in the world. Silver is one of 
the great sources of our national wealth, and 
we nave been asked to strike down this 
great source of national wealth. 
So far our 
interests are exactly opposite to the inter­ 
ests of Great Britain, and dem and an en­ 
tirely different policy. 
It lias been urged 
by gentlem en w ho have com e here from 
New York to advise upon this subject that 
gold is going out o f this country, w hile 
silver is accum ulating. 
T he reports o f the 
Treasury Department show that this is u 
false statem en t: that imported gold is in­ 
creasing, and lias been for a m onth past, 
and is far exceeding the export o f gold, 
w hile our com mercial exports arc far ex­ 
ceeding our imports, giving us a healthy 
balance of trade, w hich w ill increase our 
stock o f gold. 
1 cannot take tim e now to 
discuss this question, or with more care 
tlini» is above done.”

Mr.-. S. M. Thcall. Secretan’ of the V/. C. 
S. Society, has received the following letter 
from Roger S. Greene, Chief Justice o f. 
Washington Territory, under recent date : j 
Your courteous favor received last n ig h t.! 
Let me make but a brief reply. 
You ask 
for results of woman's suffrage in this Ter­ 
ritory. Woman's suffrage hasheen tlie occa­ 
sion and cause of a general spread of senti­ 
ment throughout theTerritory in favorofher 
suffrage. 
It has provoked universal dis­ 
cussion, in which, of course, good sense and 
fairness have had on their side tlie best 
arguments. 
Wo are pretty unanimously, 
not only persuaded, but convinced, that to 
woman of natural right and justice belongs 
the ballot, and that the interest, not of her­ 
self alone, but also o f man, and particularly 
o f children, demands that she have it. Jit r 
exercise of it has awakened increased pub­ 
lic attention to the extent and modes, in 
which political action practically affects the 
peace and good order of society, and espe­ 
cially has brought the home forward toward 
its proper prominence as a social factor or 
estate vitally and most sensitively affected 
by municipal legislation and administra­ 
tion. 
We have already, I am sure, clearer, 
sounder and more efficient administration 
than ever before in the history o f the Ter­ 
ritory. 
Experience thus far justifies the 
hopes of the suffragists. 
But the great re­ 
sults for which the hopeful look ate. <ff 
course, not to be harvested o r reckoned up 
as yet. There should follow ail expansion 
ot the manhood of man and the woman­ 
hood o f woman, to be seen and admired by 
and by. the copious bloom and fruitage 
whereof will be for posterity to enjov.

Adopted. 
A resolution was also offered ami referred to 
tlic Committee on Attaches, allowing S. Bohin 
tlo- same per diem as other pages. 
McJunkm offered a concurrent r solution pro­ 
viding for mi adjournment s ue die at noon ou 
Fridav, March 6th. 
Hazard moved to amend hy substituting Sat­ 
urday. 
Munday said he thought it would he better to 
wail a day or two and see how last tin- business 
of tlic Legislature could be disposed of. The 
resolution was premature, and lie moved to lay 
it on the table. Carried. 
Gregory moved to reconsider the vote whereby 
Assembly Rill No. 329. relating to lawful fences, 
was passed oil the preceding day. He said the 
bill teas a vicious one, as it reduced the lawful 
bight of fences to four feet. It seemed to be in 
the interest of some one with a small farm, who 
had a spite against stockmen. Such a law would 
drive stockin'.li out of tin country, asa four-foot 
tenee would not keen out live stock; and the 
owner of the small farm could take lip trespass­ 
ing animals <uid lix the amount of damage him­ 
self. 
Monday indorsed the view taken by Gregory, 
and said the effect of such a law would b e -to 
deprive one class of citizens and property own­ 
er- of tlieir property—it it could lie enforced— 
without due process of law. 
Rritt defended the bill, and 'Tule and Torry 
spoke against it.

should be am ended so that Boards of ¡Su­ 
pervisor.' and governing bodies of incorpo­ 
rated cities am i towns, in lixitig water rates, 
should lix them so they would cover run­ 
ning expenses and a reasonable interest on 
the investm ent. 
This resolution was discussed at length 
by the full com m ittee o f eighteen, and was 
opposed by John (*. North, of Riverside. 
Some thought that the principle was right, 
blit ihat il was inexpedient to attem pt so 
mucli legislation at once. 
Mr. Zuniwalt, 
of Visalia, thought the section ought to be 
am ended as suggested, but deprecated a 
move of ibis kind at the present time, 
when more im portant matters dem and at­ 
tention.

The papers also state that 
members of that com m ittee have appeared 
before the legislative committees and urged 
the adoption of that hill with the other 
irrigation bills. 
It appears to lie a fact, 
also, that mem bers of the Legislature are 
supporting that bill to am end Article X IV. 
because it was tiie wish of the Fresno Con­ 
vention. 
The facts of the case are that the irrigat­ 
ors of tlie ¡ilute do not w ant that article 
amended as suggested. 
The attem pt to 
am end lias been made in the interest of 
water companies, who have water to sell. 
1 do not care at the present lim e to dis­
